San José, California.- Traducido al español, “Arte di Gesso” se 
refiere a los cuadros pintados con yeso. mejor dicho. con yesos de 
todos los colores del espectro solar. La técnica de dibujar en yeso (que 
se fabrica pulverizando piedras suaves de color negro. para hacer el 
yeso negro) o piedras calizas (Limestone) para crear el yeso blanco, se 
remonta a la época Paleolítica, el primer período de la Edad de Piedra, 
que comenzó hace 
tres millones de 
años, y concluyó 
hace diez mil. 

Al principio, el: 
yeso se utilizó úni- 
camente para hacer 
los trazos prelimi- 
narios de pinturas 
importantes, pero 
durante la Época 
del Renacimiento 
(que surgió en Italia 
en el siglo XV). 
comenzó a usarse : : 7 
como medio. El po- titulado “Dying Beauty” . 
ner mas colores en 
los cuadros aumentó con los artistas de Rococo, Antoine Wateau y 
Francois Boucher. Para el siglo X VIII, la llamada “Arte del Yeso”, había 
avanzado al estado de la acuarela. que ahora conocemos. 

El pasado fin de samana, 30 artistas de diferentes partes de Calitor- 
nia: tres de ellos de origen mexicano. vinieron a San José con el propó- 
sito de competir en el festival anual de Arte Di Gesso, organizado por 
Santana Row. Sus “canvas” fueron cuadros de asfalto en la calle Santana, 
midiendo 10 metros cuadrados. El festival comenzó el sábado a las 10 
de la mañana y terminó el domingo a las 2,30 de la tarde. Se otorgaron 
premios de $1,000. $750 y $500 al primero. segundo y tercer lugar. 

Hincado en el suelo. Daniel Panko, nacido en Oakland, de pa- 
dres mexicanos, pone los últimos toques a su dibujo original, en to- 
nos grises, que representa la imagen de un hombre cuya cabeza 
está cubierta por una capucha gris. El hombre sostiene en sus manos 
una rosa, (rosado pálido) que se está deflorando.

Stanford campus mobilizes around 
students on second day of fasting 


Stanford University — Stanford students are 
fasting in the university's Main Quad to protest 
Stanford 's labor practices. On Thursday at noon stu- 
dents gathered in the Main Quad to support the on- 
going fast and its calls for a comprehensive labor 
policy. a Code of Conduct. Following the gather- 
ing, students marched to support farm workers at 
Webb Ranch, the lowest paid workers at Stanford. 
The conditions facing Webb Ranch workers are in- 
dicative of the unfair labor practices that fasting 
students believe a Code of Conduct would address. 

Webb Ranch farm workers earn only $7.25 per 
hour and do not have health insurance. Like many 
other workers on campus, they lack a living wage 
and adequate benefits. Students supporting the fast 
are calling on Stanford University to improve these 
conditions with a commitment to a Code of Con- 
duct. 

The fast began Wednesday at 2pm with an in- 
terfaith ceremony. At the ceremony, one of the 
fasters, junior Bryan Kim, expressed his outrage over 
the labor crisis on campus.“I look at this place and 
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see the blatant contrast between the immense wealth 
of this University and the way it treats its workers | 
do not believe this is fair. As a student here. | must 
take actions to change the situation.” 

Organizers of the rally feel that student support 
for the fast is especially important because the Un 
versity has not responded to their request for a mec! 
ing. Fasting students delivered a letter to the Office 
of the President explaining the reasons for their fast: 

“Our daily lives are made possible by the jant- 
tors, chefs, housekeepers. ground keepers. and many 
more workers who come to work everyday. commil 
ted to Stanford’s spirit of excellence. As students we 
are concerned and frustrated with the inability of the 
University to provide an inclusive environment for 
all members of the community who work hard to up 
hold the tradition of great achievements at Stantord.” 

Student support has built upon the support of the 
180 workers on Wednesday who gathered for a press 
conference and rally regarding the abuse of tempo 
rary workers. The pressure on the University Is ex- 
pected to grow as the fast progresses.s=

El Partido Acción Nacional, 
PAN, por su parte indicó que pedirá 
que se aclaren los supuestos “ex- 
cesos” cometidos por los hijos de 
Marta Sahagún. Agrega que la pu- 
blicación de estos libros muestra 
el respeto a la libertad de expresión 
y a la apertura de la presente ad- 
ministración a críticas abiertas, 

Esta idea aprovechó de ruti- 
ficarla el propio Presidente Fox, al 
desayunar la semana pasada con 
los voceadores de periódicos. Ante 
ellos, en la celebración de su día, 
el Ejecutivo Federal les dijo que 
era tal la ausencia de censura en su 
Gobierno que incluso se puede 
calumniar: “En mi gobierno no hay 
ni habrá censura.

Emergency Contraception or 
EC is often referred to as “Áme- 
rica's best kept secret.” 

Either mistaken for the abor 
tion pill, or completely unheard of, 
emergency contraception remains 
one of the most misunderstood and 
underutilized contraceptive prod 
ucts of the last thirty years. 

Among Latinas, EC is truly a 
“well kept secret.” In a local sur 
vey in Los Angeles County con- 
ducted by the California Family 
Health Council, for example, re- 
searchers found over 90% of La- 
tinas had little or no information 
about emergency contraception, 

EC is frequently confused with 
the “abortion pill.” But Emergency 
contraception, or the “morning al- 
ter pill” is not the “abortion pill.” 
Unlike Mifepristone (formerly 
known as RU486), EC does not 
end pregnancies, 

EC is a simple a contraceptive 
method that prevents pregnancy, 
EC or the “morning after pill” is a 
general term used to describe sev- 
eral different methods that a 
woman may employ to prevent a 
pregnancy from taking place. 

There are two primary meth- 
ods of Emergency Contraception 
used today -specifically formulated 
birth control tablets and/or the cop- 
per IUD. 

Use of these products within 
five days following unprotected or 
unplanned sexual intercourse can 
prevent pregnancy. How? The in- 
gestion of contraceptive tablets 
containing elevated doses of the 
progestin hormone, or the insertion 


of a copper intrauterine device 


(IUD) will prevent the fertilization 


Iran unlikely key to Middle East stability

The sweet taste of victory in 
Iraq appears to be rapidly vanish- 
ing behind looming problems like 
huge deficits, deflation, enormous 
military outlays, and then, farther 
out there, more trouble in Afghani- 
stan and Iraq coupled with terror- 


But there is a thin ray of light. 
Iran, still labeled an “evil” state, 
wants to come to terms with 
America. For all the differences 
between our Democratic society 
and their theological one we share 
a common fear of chaos. 

Former Iranian president 
Hashemi Rafsanjani, a few weeks 
ago, made a public announcement 
in this direction, when he proposed 
a referendum in Iran on relations 
with the United States. Bush has 
been silent on this subject, but 
tellingly the “evil” state rhetoric has 
not been heard for a while in the 
White House. 

Lessons from history could 
help get our leaders moving on the 
come-to-terms path. On July 15, 
1971, President Nixon announced 
that Henry Kissinger, then director 
of the National Security Council 
(NSC), had flown to Beijing and 
returned with an invitation from 
Chairman Mao to visit China. That 
speech marked the beginning of the 


end of the Vietnam War. 

Exactly a month later, Nixon 
made another speech that revived 
an ailing American economy by 
cutting the dollar loose from gold. 
The two speeches turned around 
the two crises and resulted in a 
landslide re-election for Nixon. 

Almost 32 years later, Presi- 
dent Bush faces growing chaos in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, and terrorist 
threats in many parts of the world. 
At the same time, the global 
economy is not recovering, and the 
one exception, China, is shattered 
by the SARS pandemic. Is there a 
contemporary “China” that can do 
for the Middle East what China 
once did for East Asia? A case can 
be made that such a power is Iran. 

Revolutions arise through ide- 
ology and organization and the two, 
taken together, create power. In 
November 1978, revolutionaries, 
both Islamists and Marxists, 
toppled the Shah. Then the two fac- 


tions turned on each other with the 
Islamists winning and Iran was 
proclaimed an Islamic Republic. 
The then-NSC director, 
Zbigniew Brzezinski, called the 
event a “coup d’etat,” resulting in 
several attempts to overthrow it. 
But like the Russian and Chinese 
revolutions, the Iranian one not 
only lasted, but got stronger. In the 
middle 1950s, America came to 
terms with Russia; in the early 
1970s it did so with China: and in 
the mid-'90s it started to do so with 
Iran. But within a year of coming 
to power, Bush labeled Iraq, Iran 
and North Korea an “axis of evil.” 
Yet despite Pentagon hardlin- 
ers’ call for action against Syria and 
Iran, Bush, like Nixon before July 
15, 1971, knows he faces forces, 
both external (wars) and internal 
(recession), that could cost him re- 
election. He knows that, though 
America won the Iraq war, it could 
rapidly lose the post-war. Under 


ist threats. 
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the thin layer of the American oc- 
cupiers looms another revolution. 

But both Iranian president 
Mohammed Khatami and Supreme 
Leader Ali Khamenei seem to 
share a more pragmatic view of the 
world, as does former president 
Rafsanjani, who still wields a lot 
of clout. One thing few Iranians 
want, be they reformers or hardlin- 
ers, 1s to be stuck between a revo- 
lutionary unstable Iraq and a cha- 
otic Afghanistan. 

And the same may be said 
about President Bush. The more 
trouble there is in the two Asian 
countries, the less votes he gets in 
November 2004. Reason dictates 
he can’t lose by accepting Rafsan- 
jani’s offer, even though it’s 
couched in the shape of a "refer- 
endum.”

A recent study conducted by 
the Guttmacher Institute estimates 
that as many as 51,000 abortions 
were averted by use of emergency 
contraceptive pills in 2000, further 
underscoring the effectiveness and 
utility of this family planning op- 
tion. 

More public education cam- 
paigns are needed to specifically 
“get the word out” in Spanish about 
emergency contraception to 
Latinas across the United States 
who are in their childbearing years. 
As important, Latinas themselves 
must spread the word about EC 
among their female family and 


it is critical that Latinas 


friends. 

Emergency Contraception will 
only become widely accessible to 
women who know that this option 
exists, and who begin to request It 
for themselves. 

So ladies, spread the word, and 
spread it accurately. Tell your 
friends that EC is available, and 
that it is not expensive. Let them 
know that EC prevents, not ends 
pregnancy. And that the “morning 
after pill” and the copper IUD are 
effective ways of preventing preg- 
nancy in the first few days follow- 
ing intercourse without protection. 
But please note, that EC does not 
prevent the spread of sexually 
transmitted diseases. 

No matter what other method 
you use, you should also use a con- 
dom. But if the condom breaks,

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Promueven una campaña para 
denunciar a los “polleros y coyotes”

El Paso (Texas), (EFE).- Las 
oficinas consulares de México en 
las ciudades fronterizas como El 
Paso han puesto en marcha una 
agresiva campaña en la que pide 
denunciar a los “polleros” y “coyo- 
tes” para salvar vidas de inmi- 
grantes, 

La campaña se debe a la re- 
petida ola de tragedias de los úl- 
timos días en la frontera y cuyo 
denominador común es la falta de 
escrúpulos de coyotes que ponen a 
los inmigrantes en situaciones de 
extremo peligro. 

“Esta gente está lucrando con 
tu necesidad, y te va a dejar aban- 
donado una vez que cruces a Es- 
tados Unidos”, advierten los anun- 
cios que saldrán la próxima se- 
mana. 

El martes pasado fueron des- 
cubiertos otros 19 inmigrantes más 
en la caja de un “trailer” en Pecos 
(Texas). entre ellos un niño de un 
año. tres de entre cinco y 10 anos 
de edad y dos menores de 18. El 
resto eran adultos, hombres y mu- 
¡eres 

La agregada de prensa en el 
Consulado de México en El Paso, 
Socorro Cordova. explicó que la 
campaña es parte de una iniciativa 
binacional inictada en el 2001 para 
alertar a los inmigrantes de los 
peligros que representan el desier- 
to. el eruce del río con sus corrien- 


tes o el viajar encerrado en una caja 


de “trailer” cerrada desde el exte- 
nor. 

Reconoce que a pesar de las 
iniciativas de prevención, y de 
tragedias tan conocidas como la 
reciente de Victoria (Texas) en la 
que fallecieron 19 inmigrantes. la 
gente, dada su desesperación sigue 
poniendo sus vidas en manos de 
estos traficantes de personas. 

“Una vez en la frontera es muy 
difícil que cambien de opinión”. 
agregó. 

Por ello, el gobierno mexicano 
decidió cambiar la estrategia y 
pedir a la ciudadanía en general.

Indicó que los folletos infor 
man además de los derechos de una 
persona al ser detenida y que in- 
cluye el comunicarse con el con- 
sulado de su país de origen. 

Por lo pronto un coyote más 
está va entre rejas. después que 
agentes policiales descubrieran en 
Pecos (Texas) la presencia de 19 
inmigrantes en la caja de un “trai- 
ler” conducido por Hugo Ricardo 
Ramírez de 27 años, originario de 
El Paso, y que será acusado como 
“pollero”. 

Los inmigrantes indocumenta- 
dos estaban en buen estado de 
salud. pero las temperatura dentro 
de la caja comenzaba a alcanzar ya 
niveles peligrosos. explicaron las 
autoridades.

Estados Unidos refuerza control 
de ingreso de extranjeros al país 


Washington, (EFE).- El Go- 
bierno de EE.UU. ha decidido 
reforzar el control sobre los ex- 
tranjeros que proyecten visitar el 
país y ha ordenado a sus embajadas 
en todo el mundo que entrevisten, 
personalmente, a la gran mayoría 
de solicitantes antes dar visados. 

Representantes de la empresa 
privada y de la industria turística 
han advertido que la medida 
supondrá un duro golpe para sus 
actividades. 

Una portavoz del Departa- 
mento de Estado señaló que hasta 
ahora todo solicitante de visado de 
no-inmigrante tenía que compa- 
recer ante un empleado consular, 
pero a muchos se les eximía de esas 
entrevistas. 

Ahora se “ha decidido, para 
tener uniformidad en todo el mun- 
do. revisar los casos en los que se 
excluye la entrevista personal”, 
agregó. 

Stuart Patt, portavoz de la 
Oficina de Asuntos Consulares del 
Departamento de Estado, dijo que. 
en general, a los solicitantes de 
visados se les preguntará su destino 
en el país y sobre sus actividades. 

Con eso se espera detener a 
terroristas o impedir que estos in- 
tenten conseguir visados de entrada 
a Estados Unidos. dijo Patt. 

Fuentes del Departamento de 
Estado indicaron que la orden fue 
enviada a 221 embajadas y consu- 
lados de EE.UU. y se aplicará al 
90 por ciento de los solicitantes de 
visados procedentes de América 
Latina, Oriente Medio y Asia. 

Añadieron que serán eximidos 
los menores de 16 años y los ma- 
yores de 60, así como los cana- 
dienses y la mayoría de los países 
europeos. 

La medida se suma a una más 
estricta vigilancia de los extranjeros 
en este país ordenada por las 
autoridades tras los atentados del 
11 de septiembre de 2001, que 
causaron la muerte de más de 3,000 
personas.

Brasilia, (EFE).- Una comi

Kirchner warns Argentine 
military to stay out of politics 


Buenos Aires, (EFE).- Argen- 
tina's new president, who ruffled 
generals’ feathers by overhauling 
the high command, admonished 
the military on Thursday to steer 
clear of politics. 

Speaking at an event to mark 
the 193rd anniversary of the cre- 
ation of the country's army, Presi- 
dent Nestor Kirchner - in his fifth 
day on the job - said it was not the 
place of the military to judge the 
actions of the government. 

“T will demand that everyone 
fulfills his role, especially those 
who are under my command,” 
Kirchner said, highlighting his au- 
thority as commander in chief of 
Argentina's armed forces. 

Kirchner gave a tough speech 
on the role of the military a day af- 
ter outgoing army chief Gen. Ri- 
cardo Brinzoni criticized the new 


president's decision to replace the 
nigh command. 

“It appears that political in- 
trigue is returning to the barracks.” 
said the ousted general, referring to 
Kirchner's decision to order 52 se- 
nior officers into retirement. 

“This dismissal hurts, not per- 
sonally, but because of the unex- 
plained circumstances surrounding 
it,” Brinzoni said as he bade fare- 
well to the army Wednesday at a 
base in Buenos Aires. 

“It's surprising that someone 
believes society should thank him 
for respecting the constitution,” 
said Kirchner in his address Thurs- 
day, clearly alluding to Brinzoni's 
complaints. 

“No one should be surprised or 
ask for explanations or call a situa- 
tion inexplicable when constitu- 
tional and legally regulated facul- 


ties have been exercised.” said the 
president. 

“Analyzing and characterizing 
the behavior of the government is 
not the function of a soldier,” he 
said. 

Kirchner shared center stage at 
Thursday's event with the new 
army commander, Gen. Roberto 
Bendini, who pledged the mili- 
tary's support for the president's 
“national project” within the 
framework of the constitution. 

The new president's shake-up 
involves the retirement of 39 army 
and air force generals and 13 ad- 
mirals, representing roughly three- 
quarters of Argentina's top brass. 

A number of military officers 
privately criticized the administra- 
tion's decision Wednesday during 
the event to bid Brinzoni fare- 
well.<>

Poll reveals 
poverty, crime, 
jobs are Mexicans' 
main concerns 


Mexico City, (EFE).- Mexi- 
co's most pressing problems are 
poverty. crime and unemployment, 
according to a poll released over the 
weekend. 

Only 16.6 percent of respon- 
dents said their economic situation 
had improved during President 
Vicente Fox's administration, 
which will reach the midway point 
of its six-year term in six months, 

Polling firm Olivares Plata 
Consultores conducted the survey 
earlier this month among 1.500 
people. 

Some 52.3 percent of respon- 
dents said poverty was Mexico's 
most serious problem. +7.2 percent 
said it was crime and 45.8 percent 
cited joblessness. 

Regarding the economy. 34.6 
percent said they expected their 
own situation would remain the 
same this year, 33.8 percent said 
they expected theirs to worsen and 
23.9 percent predicted their situa- 
tion would improve. 

Some 53.6 percent ol those 
polled said they approved of the 
way Fox was leading the nation 
and, of these, 23.1 percent attrib- 
uted his “not having fulfilled” all 
his campaign promises to “lack of 
experience,” while 22.4 percent 
said he was being “hindered by the 
Opposition.” 

The results of the survey are 
important given that the 500-seat 
Chamber of Deputies is up for elec- 
tion on July 6. 

Currently, the lower house ol 
Congress is split almost equally 
between the ruling National Action 
Party (PAN) and the opposition In- 
stitutional Revolutionary Party 
(PRI). 

According to the poll, 39 per- 
cent of Mexicans said they would 
vote for the PAN, 34 percent fa- 
vored the PRI, 19 percent preferred 
the leftist Party of the Democratic 
Revolution (PRD) and the remain- 
ing 8 percent would vote for a 
handful of minority parties. 

Some 45.4 percent of those 
polled disapproved of the way Fox 
has handled security, 44 percent 
said he mismanages poverty issues 
and 43.9 percent were unhappy 
with the administration's approach 
to wages, while 14.4 percent of all 
respondents praised the president 
for his education and foreign poli- 
cies.s>
